data areas, and substantially none of the user data stream is written to the second and fourth user data"; claim 21 has been amended to 
include the limitation "wherein the first user data area extends from the lead-in zone of the first layer to the middle zone, and the second 
user data area extends beyond the middle zone to a remainder of the first layer, and wherein approximately half of the user data stream is 
written to each of the first and third user data areas, and substantially none of the user data stream is written to the second and fourth user
